This offer or bid to be good for the current fiscal year from the date of its
execution, or if in the opinion of the u'ity Attorney it can run for a longer time
than the current fiscal year, then we are willing to make the contract expire
September let, 1925.

We will guarantee our lignite to be equal or better in quality and to contain
as many or more heat unite per pound than the lignite the City is now receiving.

Our loading facilities are such that we can furnish coarse or lump lignite
if it is desired for hand-fired boilers, or if desired, we can furnish lignite
broken to as small sizes as any lignite producers in the State can furnish.
